Bayh Supports New Judgeship 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Northern Indiana needs a 
“ temporary judgeship for a period of five years' 
according to Sen Birch Bayh, who is also supporting a 
new permanent judgeship for both of Indiana's federal 
''district courts. 


Bayh m ade his request Tuesday in a letter to Sen, 
Ja m es Eastland, chairman of the Senate Ju d iciary - 
Committee, 
in 
support 
of 
the 
Omnibus 
District 
Judgeship Bill. The Hoosier Democrat co-sponsored the 
bill, which already contains provisions for additional 
permanent judgeships for the 
two Indiana federal 
districts. 
However, the letter was the first time Bayh requested 
the tem porary judgeship for Northern Indiana. 
“ So severe has become the problem of backlog in the 
Northern District that I would respectfully urge the 
committee to seriously consider an additional temporary 
judgeship for a period of five years in that district,” 
Bayh said 
He said the request was based in part on information 
he received from Judge Jesse Eschbach of Fort Wayne, 


who said the civil backlog in the district now exceeds 
1.200 cases with many involving pressing civil rights 
questions 
Eschbach was quoted as saying. 
“ One additional 
judge, of course, will be helpful, but in all honesty, 
under current circumstances we could not bring our 
docket into current conditions within IO years.” 


Bayh said the committee is expected to file its report 
on the bill as amended next week, with the Senate to 
give it attention later this spring.

Tinting can rejuvenate not only wearing apparel but also your 
home furnishings. Perhaps you’d like to renew a favorite en­ 
semble to treat some of your bedspreads, curtains, throw rugs, 
etc. to a color change! 
A color transformation is relatively easy. Proper methods 
include a knowledge of what can be dyed, preparing for the task, 
and of utm ost ...following the package directions. 
What can be dyed? Almost anything washable can be dyed. 
Nylon , rayon, acetate, as well as cotton, linen, silk and wool 
are candidates. Generally speaking, dyes m ay not take con­ 
sistently on some polyesters, acrylics or blends, fiber glass and 
fabrics with special finishes, i.e. w ater resistant, stain- 
resistant, etc. 
If you’re in doubt, always test bn a small sam ple of the fabric. 
You can nearly always snip a piece from an inconspicuous area. 
Mix a little of the dye you intend to use in a cup of hot w ater,

place your sample in the cup for at least ten minutes to see if the 
fabric will absorb the color. 
Remember that light colors should not be dyed over darker 
shades...although this can be done to obtain a new color. Yellow 
dye on a blue item will, of course, yield green. If the present 
color is much darker than the newly desired shade, use color 
remover first, according to directions. 
Prints can be dyed, but the result will be a novel print, NOT a 
solid shade. 
Preparation - O.K. - now you’re all set to start the dyeing 
procedure. Be sure you have enough dye on hand. Read the 
package or bottle directions for the amount needed and the color 
chart suggestions. Remove all spots and stains from fabrics—if 
you don’t those areas will take the dye unevenly. If your article 
is wool, draw an outline on paper before you start, so that the 
item can be blocked to its original size when ready to be dried 
Remove buttons, trims, linings and hems of garm ents or 
home furnishings in order to obtain an even color. It is very 
important to wash your articles to be tinted, rinse them well, but 
do not dry them. 
Dissolve dye completely, according to package directions 
NEVER pour even diluted dye directly on fabric. 
Methods of Dyeing: There are three ways fabrics can be 
tinted—in the washer, sink, or in a large utensil on top of the 
range. 
Tinting in the washer is preferred, since constant agitation 
encourages even color. However, make sure your fabric and 
construction are machine washable. 
To protect the lid of your w asher and top of the machine from 
splashing dye, secure aluminum foil or plastic to lid interior and 
top. If any dye does spill over wipe it off immediately with a 
sudsy cloth. 
Fill the washer, put dissolved dye solution in water, agitate to 
mix well, unfold your WET article and place in the washer. 
Set tor longest wash cycle. You can reset wash cycle as often as 
you wish, until fabric is slightly darker than the desired color 
Then let washer complete its cycle. 
When your fabric has been dyed, run it through a warm water 
wash with detergent, then through the rinse cycle to insure 
removal of excess dye 
Clean washer immediately by setting it on regular wash and 
rinse cycle, using 4 cup chlorine bleach with the detergent. 
Don’t forget to clean the lint trap 
If you’re using the sink method here are some guidelines. Use 
hot water, stir to mix, keep fabric moving, don’t twist it, rinse 
with warm to cool water until rinse water is clear. Clean sink 
with bleach and-or cleaners.

Gastroscope and Stomach Ulcers 


I’ve had two attacks of 
stomach ulcers. Now my doctor 
wants to put a tube down my 
stomach to examine It. He says 
if I have another attack he will 
do it. I’m so frightened. Is this 
always necessary? — Mrs. 
K R . Ga. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
I'm certain that your doctor 
explained this procedure to you. 
Perhaps, in your terror, you did 
not hear the reassurance that 
the procedure is a safe and 
painless one. 
The 
gastroscope 
is 
a 
brilliantly conceived device. 
When 
the 
gastroscope 
is 
painlessly passed into the 
stomach almost every part of 
the lining of the stomach can be 
seen. 
Pictures can be taken of the 
lining of the stomach which, 
when later studied, can make 
an excellent contribution to the 
diagnosis of any existing 
disease. 
# 
When necessary, small pieces 
of tissue can be removed 
(biopsy) 
for 
microscopic 
examination. The contents of 
the stomach can be withdrawn. 
The fluid is then studied for the 
presence 
of 
bile, 
blood, 
digestive 
juices 
and 
hydrochloric acid. 
With this technique, much 
valuable information is added 
to that already accumulated by 
X*ray studies of the stomach 
and the upper intestines. 


Many people owe their lives to 
the early recognition of existing 
conditions of the stomach that 
might otherwise have 
been 
missed, without the use of the 
gastroscope.

My husband finally gave up 
smoking cigarettes and 
has 
switched to a pipe. I hope you 
can tell me that pipe tobacco is 
as bad as cigarette tobacco. I’m 
about ready to lose my mind 
with the accidental burns and 
the smoke. — Mrs. E.W., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. W.: 
The toxic effects of pipe 
tobacco 
are 
considered 
somewhat less than those of 
cigarettes. But even 
if we 
disregard toxicity, there still is 
the adverse effect on the lungs 
caused by the smoke itself. 


All smoke is a pollutant and, 
as such, affects the free and 
easy exchange of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide in the lungs. 
Pipe smokers and cigar 
smokers fill a room with smoke 
and odors that are becoming 
more and more intolerable to 
non-smokers. Public H ealth 
officials warn that all smoke 
from all tobacco can, over a 
long period of time, be hazar­ 
dous not only to the smoker, but 
to those who are exposed to it.

The A griculture D epartm ent’s index of 
farm costs for the month ending Feb. 15 
reached 200. Since the index base of IOO 
represents average costs during 1967, the 
figure m eans farm costs have doubled in the 
past decade. 
The 
index 
had been 
m oving 
steadily 
toward the 200 level in recent years. For all 
of 1975, the cost index av erag ed 180, or 80 
per cent above 1907 Last y e a r the average 
for all 12 m onths was up to 192, and by 
January of 1977 the monthly average had 
reached 198 
In contrast, the January Consum er Price 
Index 
covering 
all 
food 
and 
non-food- 
commodities bought by consum ers was 
175.3, or 75 per cent above 1907 The (’Pl 
index for food in January 
the latest 
available — was 183.4 
The se p a rate sets of figures indicated that 
consumer prices for food in January were 
83.4 imt cent above 1907 while the farm cost 
index in that month was up 98 per cent. 
The cost index is published m onthly by the 
Agriculture D epartm ent’s Crop Reporting 
Board along with its regular reports on 
prices farm ers gel for their crops and 
livestock 


Officially, the index is described as Prices 
Paid by 
h a rm e rs for Com modities and 
Services, Interest, Taxes and F arm Wage 
Rates It includes estimates of w hat farm ers 


pay for item s ranging from c a ttle teed, 
seed, and fertilizer, to the costs of autos and 
trucks, fencing and building m aterials, farm 
rents and serv ices, agricultural chemicals, 
and agricultural machinery. 
Also, the index includes estim ates of what 
farm ers 
are spending on 
fam ily living 
supplies and services ranging from food, 
clothing 
and housing to 
m edical care, 
education and recreation. 
Breakdowns of the 200 overall cost index 
estim ate 
for m idFebruary show ed 
wide 
differences in th e rate at which som e farm 
expenses have risen over the past decade 


Compared w ith 
1967, for e x a m p l e , 
livestock food co sts in February had risen 


IOO per cent. But depressed cattle prices left 
the cost of feeder livestock — w hich farm ers 
fatten for slau g h ter —• only 53 per cent 
above a decade earlier. Seed prices, on-the 
other hand, w ere up 140 per cent. 
Farm cost item s which had risen more 
than KH) per cent above the 1967 b ase as of 
midFebruary included: 


Autos and tru ck s, 128 per cen t; tractors 
and self-propelled machinery, 124 per cent; 
building and fencing m aterials, 123 per cent, 
farm services an d cash rent, 136 p er cent; 
interest, 228 per c en t; and farm w age rates, 
129 per cent. 


Those costs a re also affected by factors 
including 
in creases 
in 
(he 
num ber 
of 
bushels, hales 
and pounds fa rm e rs can 
produce from e a c h acre. And for livestock 
producers, costs can be sharply affected by 
changes in the p rices of grains.

New m illionaires work sideby-side with 
$162-a-week cub reporters. O thers acquired 
comfortable six-figure nest eggs in the sale 
of the last daily newspaper com pany owned 
solely by em ployes. 
So do the m en and women of the Star 
gloat when less affluent re p o rters from 
other new spapers, wire services and radio 
and 
television 
stations 
w ander 
in 
to 
interview them ? 
Hardly. 
“ I think 
all 
this stuff about 
instant 
millionaires is getting a little disgusting,” 
said Jam es W. Scott, an associate editor. 
**• 
“ I'lfh e glad w’hen all the publicity ends. 
This new spaper could win IO P u litzer Prizes 
in a row, but people would rem em b er it as 
the 
paper 
w ith 
the 
rich 
ed ito rs 
and 
reporters.” 
Capital Cities Communications Inc. bought 
the Star and its morning new spaper, The 
Times, last m onth for $125 m illion, a figure 
believed to be the largest price p aid for one 
newspaper com pany. 
Sixteen top executives, editors an d retired 
employes received more than $1 m illion for 
their stock. One retired couple, who had 
worked in the payroll departm ent, m ade $7 - 


m illion and about IOO of the 530 stockholders 
received at least $100,000. 
But some employes did not make a cent 
on the sale and re sen t being thought of a s 
m illionaires. 
“ The general im pression is that everyone 
in th e newsroom m ad e a killing, but it’s not 
tru e ,” said John W ylie, an energy rep o rter. 
“ I ’m far from the only one who didn’t ow n 
any stock. There’s lots of us around the 
new sroom .” 
Kenneth L. Fox, an associate editor in 
c h arg e of the editorial page, was a “ one- 
p e rcen ter,” 
a 
term 
applied 
to 
those 
em ployes who owned at least I per cent of 
the newspaper stock. He made at least $1.25 
m illion when he received $139.54 a share for 
his stock, about double the bopk value. 
“ W hat no one can understand is that w e 
t 
w e ren 't really p a u p ers‘before the sale," saitT ‘ 
Fox who started w orking as a $50-a-fnortth 
copy boy for the new spaper in 1934. “ No one 
h a s once asked m e if I was a m illionaire 
before the sale.” 
F ox said his life sty le has changed little 
sin ce his stock was sold. 
In fact, few employes who made money on 
the sale have done anything extravagant 
w ith their funds. 
K evin Horrigan and his wife Kate L ahey, 
both reporters, m ade a $19,400 profit an d 
u sed som e of it to pay off a loan on their c a r 
and a second m ortage.

Transportation is related to every aspect of 
our national econom y and our daily lives, and 
nowhere are the dram atic changes which 
have taken place in our society o v er the last 
25 years reflected more clearly th an in the 
area of transportation. 
In the years prior to World War 11, when the 
m ajority of our population was e ith e r con­ 
centrated in the core areas of our cities or 
spread our across the vast plains and far­ 
m lands of 
A m erica, 
transportation 
was 
relatively sim plistic. 
Buses and inter-urban lines serv ed city 
residents, along w ith the increasingly popular 
automobile, which was becoming th e staple 
form of transportation in less populated rural 
areas. Long disstances were covered by train, 
Goods were m oved almost exclusively by 
train , or to a lesser extent, by truck 
There is no chicken-or-egg question about 
w hether the proliferation of cars of highways 
cam e first As m ore cars came to reside in 
m ore 
drivew ays, 
and 
more 
and 
more 
drivew ays serviced homes in su burbs built 
ever-farther from the central city, the need 
grew rapidly for m ore and better highways. 
The Interstate Highway System, begun in 
1953, shortened the tim e and distan ces be­ 
tw een cities and regions of the country. It 
m ade the shipm ent of goods by truck cheaper 
an d easier than shipm ent by rail; just as 
highways and the airlines began draw ing 
ever-larger num bers of travelers from the 
train s The decline of the nation’s railroads 
had begun in earn est. 
At the same tim e, as access to and from 
m ajo r cities im proved with the construction 
of federal and sta te system highw ays, the 
cen tral cities w ere abandoned by all who 
could afford to seek “the good life” of the 
outlying suburbs. Once centers of com m erce 
and culture, cities more frequently found 
them selves referred to as centers of crim e, 
poverty and blight. 
It 
was no! 
until 
the mid-1960s 
that 
A m ericans began realizing that m o re and 
bigger highways w ere not necessarily the 
u ltim a te solution to all tra n s p o rta tio n 
problem s Along w ith that realization cam e 
an 
increasing 
aw areness that 
highw ays 
them selves were often major contributors to 
the problems of congestion, pollution, com ­ 
m unity 
divisiveness, 
blight 
and 
energy 
shortages 
Yet there is and will continue to be a basic 


need in this nation for highways and the 
m obility they provide. In light of this, th ere is 
a contingent need to m ake these highw ays 
sa fe r. 


As chairman of the Senate Transportation 
Appropriations Subcom m ittee, I have a d irect 
involvem ent in the fu tu re development of this 
n a tio n ’s transportation system As a S en ato r 
from Indiana, I have an additional obligation 
an d interest in seeing th at the transportation 
n eeds of Indiana are m et to the fullest ex ten t 
possible. 


I have been actively working in recen t 
m onths to address both of these resp o n ­ 
sibilities. I have been doing whatever possible 
at the federal level—and to help form ulate 
local financing options at the local-county 
lev el—to preserve com m uter rail service by 
th e 
C hicago-South 
Shore-South 
B en d 
R ailroad Earlier th is month, I m et w ith 
officials from the G a ry -South Bend area in an 
effort to assist them in developing local 
funding alternatives required before fed eral 
assistan ce to the com m uter line can be m a d e 
available. Every effort is being made to keep 
the South Shore in operation, and I am hopeful 
th at we will be successful. 


M oreover, now 
th at 
we have sta rte d 
h e arin g s on the Fiscal 1978 and Supplemental 
1977 transportation appropriations, I also 
intend to push for increased federal support 
for th e Safer Off-System Roads Program , a 
p ro g ram which would benefit both Indiana 
and the nation A total of $200 million w as 
authorized for this program in 1977, but 
nothing has been budgeted for the Safer-Off 
S ystem s Roads P ro g ram in Fiscal 1977 
If necessary, I intend to offer an a m en d ­ 
m ent 
to 
the 
1977 
Supplemental 
Jo b s 
A ppropriations Bill—w hich the Senate should 
be actin g on next w eek -to assure that the 
m axim um level of authorized funds for this 
p ro g ram are appropriated for use this y e ar. 
T his not only would m ean improved non­ 
fed eral system highw ays in Indiana, but it 
w ould help stimulate th e economy by creating 
new jobs, as well. I believe this type of 
p ro g ram 
with both em ploym ent and tra n s ­ 
p o rta tio n benefits—is sound econom ics 
b ecau se it assures us of getting the most for 
every dollar spent T his, indeed, is the best 
possible evolution of our national tran s 
p ortal ion thinking.

Your point is legitim ate, but 
you’re really talking alxiut a 
m atter of a few cents on each 
sale. Ifs probably not worth 
reforming the whole system to 
save so little.

NEW YORK 
(UPI) - Is 
White House trivia blocking out 
the big picture on the network 
evening news programs? 
Ron Nessen, press secretary 
to former 
President Gerald 
Ford, charges in TV Guide that 
network coverage of the White 
House “is becoming trivialized” 
and the “junk news threatens 
to drive out the substantive 
news.” 
Forgetting, if not forgiving, 
Nessen’s assault on the English 
language 
with 
a 
word like 
“trivialize,” 
the 
charge 
is 
serious enough to merit a reply. 
In question and answer form, 
here is one view: 
Q: Is television White House 
c o v e r a g e 
becoming 
“trivialized?” 
A: No. One m an’s trivia is 
another m an’s human interest. 
Reporters for the writing and 
camera press cover the presi­ 
dent at all tim es because he is 
the biggest story in America 
and more people are interested 
in him and what he does than 
in any other person on earth. 
Q: Did the networks err, as 
Nessen charges, in reporting 
that Ford’s pants were too 
short during his first meeting 
with 
Em peror 
Hirohito 
in 
Tokyo? 
A: No. Even the Japanese at 
the meeting w ere more than 
interested. Why is Nessen so 
bothered when 
Ford himself 
laughed about the incident? As 
for trivia on presidential trips, 
it is rare 
for 
“substantive 
news,” as Nessen calls it, to be 
made by traveling presidents, 
whose 
trips 
generally 
are 
international ventures in public 
relations. 
Q: 
Is 
Nessen 
correct 
in 
complaining 
about 
television 
reporters offering "analysis” of 
the news? 
A: Often it 
is the White 
House 
that 
m akes 
analysis 
necessary 
by 
the 
way 
it 
presents a story. For example, P 


according 
to 
White 
House 
reporters 
during 
the 
Ford 
administration, 
Nessen often 
would announce a presidential 
decision, fleshed out with only a 
few 
partisan 
bits of back­ 
ground. The reporters had to 
put the decision into perspec­ 
tive. Since the White House also 
often prevents any reporter, 
broadcast 
or 
writing, 
from 
having access to all the vital 
facts, such analysis becomes^ 
extremely difficult.
